Until recently all the meerschaum 
used in the commerce of the world 
was produced from a mine in tim 
plains of Eskihi-aher, Anatoly, Turkey 
in Asia. In th*'se mines are employed 
10,000 men. 
The output of the mine 
was owned by the Turkish govern­ 
ment and it kept the price up. 
It is said that enough meerschaum 
has been discovered in Grant county. 
New Mexico, to supply the world’s j 
needs. 
There is a popular belief that meer- | 
schaum is petrified sea foam washed 
up ages ago and solidified by some 
strange 
process 
of 
nature. 
M** *r- t 
schaum is a mineral known to scien­ 
tists as “sepiolite.” 
It is compose I 
principally of silica and magnesium. 
It is found in fissures in the rock, 
where volcanic action has forced it up 
ti* the surface. 
Meerschaum is used nut only for 
making tobacco pipes, but because of 
its unique properties of resisting a 
high degree of bt at and its ready 
absorption of water, it is put to vari­ 
ous electrical and mechanical uses.

10,000 men. 
The output of the mine 


was -owned by the Turkish govern- 
ment and it kept the price up. 


It Is said that enough meerschaum 


has been discovered In Grant county. 
N'cw Mexico, to supply the world's 
needs.

There is a popular belief that meer- 


schaum is petrified sea foam washed 
up ages ago and solidified by some 
strange 
process of nature. 
Meer- 


schaum is a mineral known to scien- 
tists as "sepiollte." 
It Is compose.1 


principally of silica and magnesium. 
It Is found in fissures in the rock, 
where volcanic action lias forced it up 
to the surface. 


Meerschaum Is used mjt only for 


making tobacco pipes, but because of 
its unique properties of resisting a 
high degree of heat and its ready 
absorption of water, it is put to vari- 
ous electrical and mechanical uses 


In the mines of New Mexico a solid 


block of meerschaum 
weighing « 


pounds was taken out. 
It was the 


largest block of meerschaum ever 
mined.—New York Financial News.

Among the vessels assigned to thft 


naval militia la one with a history. 


It seems that manj years ago. when 


it was the custom of the Insurance un- 
it i « i iters to put up at auction ve«- 
sels that had been long overdue an* 
not heard from, a young apprentice) 
n Philadelphia bappeeed to attend 
one of these auctions at which a large 
ship named the Dorothea was put up 
for sale 


The vessel had taken aboard a »ery 


valuable cargo, which would go with 
thejihip U>uhfif»iK>e«»sful,bidder, .but 
the very fact that »b» propeity « 
so valuable had kepi Jie uiiuuiwi'f 
from selling the craft until long after 
it bad become generally believed that 
she was a total wreck 


Consequently the auctioneer cried 


the good ship Dorothea many tiroes' 
without getting a bid. 
Finally the 


young apprentice jokingly bid five dol- 
lars as nobody would bid higher, tba 
vessel and her cargo w«r» knocked' 
down to him 
Imagine the astonish- 


ment of the maritime world whan th» 
Dorothea WM reported (ailing into 
Delaware bay 


The apprentice sold his prize for 


enough to start him to bu»lne»s, and 
for years the boose thin formed WM 
one of the leaders In enterprise and re- 
sources In the Quaker city. 
But M 


all times the bead of the flrm and 
his family successors made a point 
of owning and operating a ship named 
the Dorothea, which name also was 
given the oldest daughter in each 
succeeding generation 


Shortly before the Spanish war, how- 


ever, the third head of the bouse was 
ID failing health, and the only hope 
of saving his lite, he waa advised, was 
to live at sea. Accordingly he gare 
an -rfv to the Cramps for » large 
and luxuriously appointed yacht, to 
be called the Dorothea, of course, and 
no expense waa spared in her construc- 
tion and equipment 


Unfortunately, death came to the 


owner before his yacht was finally 
finished and the government paid • 
fancy price for the Dorothea early in, 
1898 


With the close of the war there 


was no purely naval duty (or which 
the Dorothea was fitted, and yet the 
government did not wish to sell her 
because there was no possibility of 
getting a price for her anything like 
what she bad cost 
She was accord' 


Ingly laid up at the League Island 
navy yard until. sa>s the 
Chicago 


Chronicle the Illinois Naval reserve* 
succeeded In convincing the navv de- 
partment that they were entitled to 
her
